Professor Sledd Talks. 

Covington, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)— 
Professor Andrew Siedd this morning 
handed Rev. James E. Dickey, president, 
his resignation_as professor of Latin lan- 
guage and literature in Emiory college. 

This action ‘of’ Professor Siedd was 
entirely voluntary and was caused by.a 
fear of injuring Emory coHege after the 
bitter attacks recently made against him 
He states that Em- 
ory college is in no sense responsible 
for his utterances, and that he feels it 
to the board of trustees. Wher inter- 
viewed he stated: 

‘Il think it’ best to tender my resigna- 
tion as professor of Latin, since the bitter 
attack made upon me may injure the 
institution with which I am connected. 

“The attack made upon me seems to me 
to be unjust, and by no means fairly 
represents the views set forth in my arti- 
cle as a whole. J do not state that social 
equality with the negro is desirable, but 
do state most positively that it is impos- 
sible and undesirable. 

“IT only claim that the negro has cer- 
tain fundamental rights, and these should 
be observed. The published extracts from 
my article are not fair to me. They do 
not express the sentiments of my article 
as a whole.. 

“No sane person can claim that I ask 
for equality with the whites for the ne- 
gro. I do condemn lynching, but not pun- 
ishment of crime. 

“T only ask in my article that the law 
may be allowed to punish guilt, I regret 
extremely that «#o many people allow 
themselves to be swayed by other people's 
views. I find that many who are severe 
toward me have not even seen my article. 
They have read only comments and ex- 
tracts. : 

- “Many who have read it in its entirety 
have thanked me, and deciare that while 
in a few particulars they do not agree 
with me, yet in the main I am right. I 
have received letters from southern men 
who decffre that my sentiments are just 
and true. As to the attacks on me, I 
care not for those made by persons who 
have not read my‘entire article.. I would 
prefer that my critics do me at least 


that much justice.”

SPARKS FROM THE WIRES. 


Near Battle Lake, Wyo., three im- 
mense forest fires are burning fercely. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of valuable timber has been destmpyed, 
and unless the flames are chécked by 
rain the loss will reach into the millions. 
The origin of the fire is attributed to 
sheep herders and camp movers.

ROME FROWNS — 
ON THE FRIARS 


Action of the Brothers in 
Selling Lands Is Disap- 
proved by Vatican, 


Rome, August 8.—The action of the 


“Philippine friars in selling their lands to 


syndicates of laymen is disapproved at 
the vatican. The lands are considered to 
be church property, inalienable without 
the consent of Rome. An investigation 
indicates that the Dominicans alone sold 
their lands. When the sales are definite- 
ly ascertained, the friars will be obliged 
to show the amount received by them and 
reimburse the church. 

Manila, August 8.—Nothing is known 
here of the reported sale of the lands 
of the friars to an American syndicate and 
the statement that such a sale has been 
made is officially discredited. 

The Dominicans transferred eight of 
their estates in the island of Luzon to 
the Philippines Sugar Estates Dgvelop- 
ment Company, in which certain Amer- 
fcans are interested, in January, 1900, 
The government has questioned the le- 


enuity of this transfer and the matter is 


now pending before the courts. Some 
property belonging to other religious or- 
ders here ig nominally outside of the con- 
trol of the church and judicial action 
probably will be necessary before the 
government purchases the friar lands.

President Roosevelt approved of the 
amended conditions and, so far as the 
executive branch of the government is 
concerned, the company now may pro- 
ceed with the work of laying the cable. 
It !s regarded as essential, however, that 
the conditions be ratified by act of con- 
gress, as some doubt exists of the right 
of the executive branch of the govern- 
ment alone to grant such privileges, 

Conditions Favorable. 

The conditions approved by Mr. Roose- 
velt fre regarded as particularly favorabie 
to the government, and it is believed that 
with the cordial indorsement of the pres- 
ident, which he will give the propo- 
sition in his message next December, con- 
gress will ratify the conditions without 
serious delay. 

Attorney General Knox added several 
important conditions te those proposed 
by, the company, including these:

Her 
son made no report of her disappearance 
to the police and a man who had boarded 
with her for years reported the matter, 
saying that he was confident that she had 
met with foul play. for the reason that 
she had said m@thing about going away 
and had disappeared on a washing day 
so suddenly as to leave the clothes in 
the tub. He thought she was lying dead 
in her room. Officers were at once sent 
to the house and forced the door of 
her apartments, but found no trace of 
her. 
to Milwaukee, and as there was no rea- 
son at that time to think that she had 
been murdered t%e matter was allowed to 
drop. 

They Went Away Together. 

The day after the visit of the police 
to the residence of her mother Bartholin 
called for the Mitchell girl and they 
went away together. The letter written 
by Bartholin to Mr. Mitchell was posted 
in Chicago two days after his disappear- 
ance. 

Bartholin is 28 y@ars of age, and has 
been employed as a mechanic in a wagon 
shop at Auburn Park. He has not been 
7 his employers for more than 
two weeks, and they have received no 
word from him. 

There is no known motive for the mur- 
der, but the wound in the back of the 
Mitchell girl's head is so situated ag to 
render it out of the question that she 
could have inflicted it herself, and there 
is no doubt that she was murdered. 

Why the son should have tried to 
make way with his mother is not known. 
and there is no evidence that she has 
been killed beyond the fact that she has 
disappeared and cannot be found. 

The police base their belief in her 
murder on the fact that Baytholin dis- 
appeared so quickly after he’ knew that 
his mother’s diSappearance was being 
investigated.

She 
did not do so. Hunter got his razor, 
seized his sister in law, threw her across 
the bed and cut her throat,’ and there 
she remained speechless and soaked in 
her own blood until she was carried to 
the hospital later. 

Hunter then attacked his wife, who had 
had a desperate struggle with him, and 
after receiving: several cuts got away 
from her husband, rushed out of the 
house and gave’ the alarm.

Hunter's wife says she does not know 
why he made the attack.

Eludes Officers and 


Forces Citizens to Support Him--Large Re- 
wards Offered for His Arrest. 


Waynesboro, Ga., August 8.—(Special.) 
Charley Jeffcoat, alias Charley Johnson, 
has created a lot of excitement in Burke 
county during the past two weeks. Sev- 
eral posses have been scouring the coun- 
try for him, but to no success.

Ten Planters Near Milledgeville with Farms Contigu- 
ous Will Plant 50,000 Trees and Erect Crate 
and Canning Factories. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 8.—(Special.) 
Some ten or a dozen gentlemen of Mil- 
ledgeville and Baldwin county who own 
lands alongside the Georgia and Central 
railroads, within and just outside the 
city Hmits, have formed an association 
for the purpose of going into the peach 
culture on an extended scale. 

The association, while small in num- 
bers, includes some of the most progress- 
ive farmers and best business men in 
this section, among them being S. Bar- 
rett, O. M. Cone, D. B. Sanford, T. L. 
MeComb, M. H. Bland, W. G. Hawkins, 
the prison farm, and others. An enthu- 
Siastic meeting of the association was 
at which meet- 
ing plans were formulated to procure 
the trees and for taking the other pre- 
liminary steps for carrying out the 
project. 

The gentlemen interested propose to 
set 50,000 trees, mostly of the famous E]- 
berta variety. They will use for tt% 
purpose 500 acres of land, the farms al!

The only difficulty the association is 
likely to experience will be in securing 
young trees. It is their purpose to plant 
only one-year-old trees, from 2 to 2 1-2 
feet tall, and they will not accept any 
except trees of the choicest variety of 
fruit.

HIS SLEEP NOW 
TO BE ETERNAL 


After Sleeping 80 Hours at 
Fitzgerald, Siegel Smith 
Commits Suicide. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., August. 8.—(Special.)— 
Siegel Smith, who has been asleep for 
eighty hours and who was awakened 2n 
Wednesday, shot himself with a shotgun 
this morning by holding the barrel in his 
mouth and pulling the trigger with his 
toes. 

A few moments before the deed was 
committed a few neighbors had called on 
him at his home, carrying him his break- 
fast. At this time he was in the best of 
humor, laughing and talking about his 
long sleep of eighty hours.

He stated to his sis- 
ter, with whom he lived, that he had a 
dream that he was to sleep ten years, and 
sure enough the next day he started on 
his journey.

After 
sleeping seventy-five hours. he got up and 
sitting down to a table, wrote to his sis- 
ter to have the physicians put a battery 
to his heart. Doctors.were immediately 
sent for, who applied the battery, and 
after five hours’ work he was awakened. 
The only word he spoke after coming too 
was that he was hungry. 

He talked with everybody who called 
and hundreds did. He said that he felt 
better than he ever did before. He was a 
man who weighed 250 pounds and was al- 
ways in the best of health: During his 
eighty hours of continued sleep he ate 
nothing.

_ Milledgeville 


Milledgeville, Ga., Aug. 8.—(Special.)— 
A fire occurred in the store of the Jo- 
seph Dry Goods Company, corner Wayne 
and Hancock Streets, at 6:15 p. m. today. 
The stock of‘goods, yalued at about $45,- 
OOO, according to W. W. Galloway, book- 
keeper for the company, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire and water. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. The 
store had been closed for the day not 
longer than ten minutes, when C. H. 
Bonner, who does business next,dodr, dis- 
covered smoke issuing from ae closed 
window in the side of the building and 
gave the alarm. Mr. Joseph, the head 
of the company, was ‘less than one block 
away when the alarm sounded and some 
of the clerks were on the street near by. 

Examination made tonight indicates 
that the fire started at the bundle coun- 
ter. The most plausible theory is that 
it was due to an electric wire. The fire 
department responded promptly and in 
a few minutes after the alarm was siven 
the windows had been forced open and 
several streams of water were playing on 
the flames. When the front deor was 
opened the fire was found to be sweeping 
the full length of the building and was 
burning at a terrific rate, but stubborn 
work by the firemen soon had the fire un- 
der eontrol, and in less than one hour 
from the discovery it was completely ex- 
tinguished. 

The stock of goods is a total loss, ow- 
ing to damage from fire and water. Tne 
injury to the building is slight. ,

TO COVER LOSSES ON COTTON 


Some Other Method Must Be Devised 
in Mississippi—Situation Not 
So Serious as To Demand 
Extra Session—Other 
News. 


Jackson, Miss., August 8.—(Special.j—

The governor informed the committee 
that he did not think the proper show- 
ing had been made, or that the situation 
was sufficiently serious to demand a spe- 
cial session. 


To Set Aside Merger. 

It is more than likely that within the 
next ten days Attorney General Mc- 
Clurg will institute .quo warranto pro- 
ceedings to set aside the merger of the 
Mobile and Ohio and Southern railways, 
effected about two years ago, and which 
has been strongly opposed in the section 
of Mississippi through which the roads 
run. The attorney general is now giving 
the case a careful examination and ad- 
mits that proceedings are quite probable. 

Delinquent Solvent Credits. 

The force of deputies from. the office 
of the state revenue agent have visited 
about one-half the counties in search of 
delinquent solvent credits, and the work 
will be rapidly pushed with the view 
of bringing it te a close within the next 
year. Nearly all the larger counties and 
centers of capital have been visited and 
large finds of delinquencies in the re- 
maining counties are. not anticipated. 
The original claims continue to be great- 
ly reduced when submitted to close scru- 
tiny, often amounting to 75 per cent, but 
when the round of counties has been 
finished it will be found that a goodly 
Sum has been added to state; county 
and city revenues, with the statutory 20 
per cent to the revenue agent.

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BANKS ARE IN GOOD SHAPE. 


According to the Report of Comptrol- 
ler Ridgely. 

Washington, August 8.—Comptroller of 
the Currency Ridgely today made the 
following statement in regard to the sum- 
mary of condition of the national banks 
of the United States at the close of bus- 
iness on Wednesday, July 15: 

“The reports of condition show the 
banks to be in excellent shape, as have 
all recent statements of the kind. The 
increases of most items of the statement 
are consistent with the universal reports 
of the prosperous condition of business 
and the increase in its volume al! over 
the country. The footing of the state- 
ment, $6,008,754,975, is, as might be expect- 
ed, the largest on record, The least fa- 
vorable feature of the statement, how- 
ever, is, perhaps, the continued increase 
in loans—$49,102,145 since the statement 
of April 30, 1902, and $264,953,255 over the 
statement of July 15, 1901. In this expan- 
sion of the volume of loans there is, of 
course, considerable solid growth and in- 
crease of values up@n which loans can 
properly be based, but there must also 
be some inflation and there is always 


danger in going too far in this direction. 


“The average reserve held by the banks 
has increased from 27.21 per cent on April 


30, 1902, to 27.48 per cent July 16. But there 


is somewhat lower than the average re- 
serve of July 15, 1901, when it was 28.91 
per cent.

Better Police Protection. 

The Philadelphia Press draws from 
the Harry Tracy episode the conclu- 
sion th better, police protection is 
due tke rural communities than they 
now receive under the system gener- 

md in vogue, where a sheriff, with 
untrained deputies, is expected to do 
the work that can only be done by 
regularly. peed and trained po- 
lice. 

The conditions in rural sections, 
particularly of the states of the west 
and middle west, have changed very 
materially during the past twenty-five 
years. The tramp evil seems to have 
grown in extent and in character. 
The erstwhile harmless wanderer has 
developed into what: the police, in 
characteristic vernacular, call the 
“vege.” The “yegg” is ‘a tramp who 
resorts to highway robbery, safe- 
cracking and similar crimes, instead 
of being satisfied with visiting hen 
roosts, as the old tramp did. 

From Maine to Washington, says 
The Press, in describing the condi- 
tions prevailing in the northern states, 


the day’s dispatches are flecked with 


accounts of plunder, outrage, theft, 


‘torture and terrorism in the American 


country side. There are counties in 
Pennsylvania where the roads are un- 
safe, even in daytime, for a woman 
driving alone, gnd tracts where men 
live in daily. dread of the tramp’s 
torch. ‘“‘Neither sheriff nor constable 
are longer equal to the task of pro- 
tecting American rural districts,” The 
Press conclydes. “4% man in office for 
three years, untrained, with a batch of 
deputies hastily appointed, cannot do 
the work which in all really civilized 
countries like England, France and 
Germany is done by a trained perma- 
nent, organized police.” 

A good many of the _ troubles 
throughout the south are undoubtedly 
due to the same lack of a trained 
county police which is felt in the 
northern states. Here in Fulton coun- 
ty we have a small county police, 
which has already demonstrated its 
efficiency and has proved itself an or- 
ganization worthy of being copied by 
other counties in Georgia and her sis- 
ter states. Something should be done. 
The lack of proper police protection 
has proved a great deterrent in the de- 
velopment of rural communities. 
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Warner Miller and the Canal. 

Upon his arrival at Portland, after 
an extended trip to Alaska, Hon. 
Warner Miller, the head of the com- 
pany which undertook the construc- 
tion of a Nicaragua canal, was inform- 
ed of the action of congress in pass- 
ing a canal bill giving preference to 
the Panama route.

The population 
of the United States will be doubled 
within five years after this canal is 
finished and the commercial and financial 
z2ondition of the Pacific coast will be 
greatly strengthened.

Editor Constitution: As cotton is the prinei- 
pal product of the south, it behooves every 
one of us to try and sustain Values. Will you 
kindly allow us to submit a few facts and 
figures for the consideration of the public? 

In* 1884 consumption of American cotton 
was 5,250,000 bales; in 1902, 11,000,000, 
showing an increase consumption by the world 
of American cotton in eighteen years of 5,- 
250,00, or an average yearly increase con- 
sumption of 300,000 bales of Amegican cot- 
ton. The visible supply now js about 400, 000 
bales less than a year ago; ‘this crop which 
ends September |} will not be over 10,000,000 
bales, as at least 300,000 bales were added 
from the previous crop, owing to heavy sales 
of cotton held two.and three years. . Recently 
three planters here sold two and three year 
old crops, virtually cleaning up. every avail- 
able bale in thie section. Adding the 400,000 
bales short in the visible supply to the 300,- 
000 invisible: and the 300,000 increased con- 
sumption next year, we have. 1,000,000 bales. 
With the growing crop of 11,500,000 bales we 
will not have. gny more cotton on hand at 
the end of the next cotton year than the one 
just clogging: Wit® these facas before us and 
January cotton selling at 7% cents in New 
York, we see no prospect of any further de- 
cline, especially. as August is a critical period 
through which we are yet to go.. On the other 
hand, 9% to 10 cents for eotton seems inevit- 
able before the growing crop is all marketed.

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AT COAL CLUB 
DEALERS KICK 


Case Is Made Against C. W. 
Eddins Who Managed Coal 
Club for Members. 


DEALERS WILL NOW 
oe PROCEED TO ORGANIZE 


jecorder Held That Eddins Was Not 
Liable for a License—His Club 
.: Bought 500 Tons of Coal 
+  * and Undersold Local 
fie Dealers. 


A case made against C. W. Eddins, a 
railway mail elerk, yesterday morning by 
iAcense Inspector Buchanan threatens to 
revolutionize the coal business in Atlanta, 
Eddins was charged with engaging in the 
¢oal business without a license, and he 
‘wag prosecuted by the local coal] dealers. 
The defendant had organized a ‘coal 
cheb,”" with something like a hundred 
members, and purchased £0 tons of soft 
roal. He claimed the members of the 
club were protecting themselves against 


* @ local coal trust; the-coa!l dealers claimed 


he was selling coal without a license. 

As the p@&corder dismissed the case 
against Eddins the coal men, so they de- 
clared in open court, wi'!l heredfter or- 
e@anize all their customers into coal 
clubs and sell without a license. 

The investigation of the maiter made 
one of the most unique and interesting 
cases that has ever come up before the 
recorder. Some of the evidence was 
spicy and the statements of coal dealers 
and defendant were pointed and pithy. 

Under the ruling of the recorder, any 
number of men can band themselves into 
a coal club, provided no one makes any 
profit out of the deal and they order tneir 
coal direct from the mines. It was 
shown yesterday that the coa] club which 
Was under the management of Eddins gse- 
cured coa} at a cheaper rate than it could, 
be purchased from local dealers. 

When a coal dealer remarked that if 
Eddins was not made to pay a license 
al] the dealers would organize clubs, Re- 
corder Broyles replied: 

“It would be a great blesstng to the 
people if the movement resulted in cheap- 
er coal.”’ 


Coal Dealers Made Kick. 

Inspector Buchanan made the case 
against Eddins at the instigation of coal 
dealers. He said the dealers had been 
after him for several weeks, demanding 
@ case, and he at last decided to let the 
recorder pass on the matter. 

Eddins made this statement first, ex- 
plaining to the court just how tthe coal 
club was operated: 

“I am president of the Postal] Clerks; 
Agsociation,’’ stated the defendant, ‘‘and 
we decided to get our coal this year 
cheaper than the local coal trust was sell- 
ing it. Tere are about fiftq members 
of the association who joineu the coal! 
club, and we took in about twenty-five 
outsiders, who also «desired to get the 
cheap coal. I undertook to buy the coal, 
and ordered 500 tons. We figured on a 
basis of $4 a ton, understanding that it 
there were any profits or any coal left 
over the members of the club were to get 
the benefit of it. I have not made a cent 
of profit for myself. My time was 
charged up to the expense account. I

do not think I am liable for a 
license. I have had applications for coal 
from persons who did not belong to the 
tlub and I refused to sell it. 
have done was to protect my friends from 
the coal trust, for the coa] dealers com- 
bined and raised the price of coal $1.25 a 
ton when the advance in price at the 
mines had been only 50 cents. 

Said He Made a Profit. 

The bookkeeper of the Proctor Coal 
Company stated that if Eddins sold his 
coal at $4 a ton he must have made a 
profit, as it did not coststhat much. 

“] would like to ask Mr. Eddins what 
he paid for his coal,’’ remarked the wit- 
ness. 

“T refuse to tell the coal dealers,’’ re- 
plied Eddins, ‘‘but I am willing to tell 
the recorder privately.”’ 

“T know we had to sel] 
$4.25," continued the witness, 
pame coa] is now worth $4.75.’ 

Mr. Plane, of the Randal] Coal Com- 
pany, said he understood that Eudins 
had contracted to deliver Jellico coal 
when what he sold was Coal Creek coal, 
an inferior grade.

The only available elephant in the 
Park, New York. The Constitution. has 
not secured a ful] description of this ‘ani- 
mal, but an agent will inspect it today 
and make a report. This elephant is val- 
ued at $2,500 and is declared to be a mag- 
nificent specimen. It will not be sold pri- 
vately, but must be auctioned off, in ac- 
cordance with the laws governing the 
control of the New York zoo. 

Cc. L. Williams, agent of the Hagen- 
beck Circus Company, is In a position to 
furnish Atlanta a fine young female ele- 
phant. This animal is not in America, 
but can be delivereq at New York within 
thirty days. This elephant is much 
smaller than Clio, being only 5 feet in 
height. It is a young elephant, however, 
and the superintendent of the Zoological 
garden at Cincinnati has advised The 
Constitution that a young female ele- 
phant would be most suitable for At- 
lanta’s purposes. He believes that an 
elephant of this description should be 
purchased. 

Prominent men in charge of the largest 
zoological gardens in‘ the United States 
have taken an interesj in finding an ele- 
phant for the children of Atlanta and 
there is no doubt that a fine animal will 
be secured aS s00n as the money is 
raised.

BIG ICE PLANT 
FOR ATLANTA 


Eastern Capitalists Will Erect 
Plant to Cost Several Hun- 
dred Thousand, 


DAILY CAPACITY TO BE 
HUNDRED AND FIFTY TONS 


Colonel Button, of Richmond, Repre- 
senting Promoters of the Enter- 
prise, Was in Atlanta Yes- 
terday—Pleased with 
the Situation. 


Atlanta is to have another big ice and 
refrigerating plant. The plant will be 
put up by eastern capitalists, is to cost 
severa] hundred thousand dollars and will 
be the equal of any of the most improved 
plants in the country. It is to have a 
daily capacity of 160 tons. 

Colonel Joseph Button, of Richmond, 
Va., secretary of the state senate and of 
the recent Virginia constitutional con- 
vention, was in Atlanta yesterday in the 
interest of the capitalists who wish to 
establish the plant. He made ful] investi- 
gations of the situation here and an- 
nounced last night that the establishment 
of the plant is a certainty. 

The capitalists who are represented by 
Colonel Button ‘intend to establish plants 
of this nature in a number of the larger 
cities of the south if they find that exist- 
ing conditions justify the outlay of the 
cash that will be necessary to put up 
the plants. 

Colonel Button was grtatly pleased with 
the situation in -Atlanta and stated that 
the Atlanta plant would ‘be established 
even if none of the others, which are 
under contemplation, are constructed He 
inspected several sites, but has as yet 
made no gelection. Colonel Button left 
last night for Awegusta to look into the 
advisability of establishing a plant in 
that city. 

The establishment of this plant Will be 
largely the result of the growth in the 
cattle business in the southwest. On the 
other hand, the construction of the mam- 
moth plant will give a great impetus to 
the cattle industry in. the vicinity of At- 
lanta and will enable the packers of this 
city to do business on a much jarger 
scale. 

Colonel Button will return to the city 
in a few days, at which time he will en- 
ter upon negotiations looking toward the 
purchase of a suitable site for the big re- 
frigerating plant. 


BAD WRECK ON BELT LINE. 


Switch Had Been Tampered With. 
Thirteen Box Cars Destroyed. 
No One Injured. 

The malicious opening of a switch by 
an unknown party caused a wreck on the 
Atlanta and West Point belt line yester- 
day morning in which thirteen box cars 
were demolished.

west of Robinson avenue. 

No one was injured in the wreck. Con- 
ductor H, P. Williamson, Engineer Wil! 
Morgan, Fireman Lon Rosenburg and 
Filagman T. L. Jones were shaken up and 
bruised considerably, but all were able 
to work about the scene of the wreck 
later in the day.

At the con- 
clusion of her address a large number 
of those present, among them several 
white people, went to her and personally 
thanked her for the timely words of 
wisdom which she -had spoken. 

Washington Speaks Today.

‘tion of the South’ to the Education of 


the Race.” 

The theme discussed at last night's 
session of the congress was ‘“‘The Civic 
and Material Station of the Race,” and 
a number of able and instructive ad- 
dresses were made showing what won- 
derful material progress had been made 
by the race within the past thirty years. 

The session was presided over by 
Bishop G. W. Clinton, 'D.D.. of Char-

Rev. jJ@seph Booker, D.D., of Little 
Rock, Ark., president of. Little Rock 
Baptist college, made the opening ad- 
dress on ‘‘Negro Property Ownership,” 
and in kh’. speech showed what material 
progress fiad been madé by the race 
sikce emancipation. 

He asserted that 130,000 ° homes and 
150,000 farms were now owned by ne- 
groes in the south. “Four banks, one 
silk mill and one cotton mill,’ he said, 
“are now owned and operated by ne- 
groes.’ 

Bishop C. K. Nelson. of Atlanta, made 
an excellent address#ijpn “The Funda- 
mental Requirements Growth of the 
Negro and Other es.”’ 

The other speak of the evening on 
the subject of the material progress of 
the race were Rev. I. L. Thomas, D.D., 
of Baltimore, Md., and’ Rev. J. H. 
Welch, D.D., of Charleston, 8, C., who 
showed what, wonderful progress the 
negro has made along materia! lipos. 

When Dr. A. Binga, Jr., of Richmond, 
Va., called the third day’s session of 
the Negro Educational and Religious 
congress to order at 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning, there were more than 5,000 
people present, who took part in the de- 
votional exercises conducted by Rev. 
H. H. Proctor, of Atlanta. The first 
address was delivered by Mary 
Lynch, of Livingstone college, Salisbury, 
N. C., on “The Social Status and Needs 
of the Colored Woman.” 

Rev. G. L. Blackwell, D.D., of Phila- 
delphia, discussed the “Improvements 
Necessary in the Home Life of the Ne- 
gro.’ He thought that before - there 
could be any improvement in the present 
situation there would have to be created 
first a dissatisfaction with the present 
conditions and a desire fér improvement 
by the negro himself and a standard 

“We are opposed to crime as much 
as the white people are,’’ declared J. A. 
Bray, of Athens, Ga., “and we are zeai- 
ously opposing crime, earnestly exclud- 
ing criminals, and preaching the doc- 
trine of love, obedience, law and order.”’ 
He discussed ‘‘The Effect of Secret and 
Benevolent Societies Upon the Life of 
the Race.’ His address was punctuated 
with outbursts of applause from the 
large audience. 

Dr. L. G. Jordan, of Louisville, Ky., 
secretary of the foreign mission board 
of the National Baptist convention, was 
next introduced, and in his address on 
“The Responsibility of the American Ne- 
gro for the Evangelization of Africa” 
he made a strong appeal for the native 
land of the negro, finding no place for 
the man or woman who contended that 
Africa is in this country, and the work 
should be done at home instead of 
abroad. “No negro in this country 
needs to go-to hell unless he so desires 
to go,” said the speaker, “‘for there are 
churches, school houses and missiona- 
ries all over this country.”

CHATHAM SHOWS BIG SLUMP. 


A Large and Unexpected Falling Off 
in That County’s Tax 


Returns. 

The tax digest from Chatham county 
was received at the office of the comp- 
troller general yesterday. The digest 
shows a decrease in returns, as com- 
pared with last year, of $442,301. Chat- 
ham was expected to come forward with 
tn increase, as has usually been the 
case, and much surprise was expressed 
by those in the comptroller general's of- . 
fice over these figures. 

Chatham’s digest shows that out of 7,- 
215 white men in the county, only 1,631 
return any property at all for taxation, 
5,584 paying only a poll tax. 

“It is rather a remarkable fact,”’ said 
Captain W. H. Harrison, of the comp- 
troller’s office, “that there should ‘be 
5,584 white men in Chatham who do not 
own 2@ watch, any household or kitchen 
furniture or any property of any kin. 
It seems to me there is something wrong 
somewhere.” 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright also 
stated that this was rather a peculiar 
showing, in view of the fact that city 
property everywhere in the country 1s 
increasing in value and the country is 
generally prosperous.

THE SCHOOL’S GREAT GROWTH 


Progress in Past Few Years Has Been 
Remarkable and Has At- 
tracted Attention. 


The Georgia School of Techhology will 
open this fall under peculiarly bright 
auspices ff the plans of President Lyman 
Hall are carried out. President Hall is 
preparing for the opening and will leave 
this week for the north and east, where 
he goes to interest builders of machinery 
in the benefits that will accrue to them 
by placing their machinery within easy 
access of the students of the Tech. 

The Tech has been recognized by the 
largest concerns in the past and as a re- 
sult a quantity of fine machinery has 
been added to. the school’s equipment. 
But several departments have sprung in- 
to existence during the past few years 
and these will be supplied. The growth 
of the Tech has been remarkable. 

There were only two buildings on its 
campus’‘and gave only one degree from its 
organization in 1888 to the year 1896. It 
was scarcely known outside of the state 
of Georgia, and it was not contemplated 
that the institution would ever acquire 
a national reputation. Its present large 
equipment of eight: buildings, consisting 
of academic building, shops, textile school 
and dormitories, its ennollment of nearly 
500 students, the records of its graduates, 
its popularity throughout the south: and 
its reputation as a national factor in 
education, al] attest to the unusual and 
telling activity and effort in the manag:- 
ment and policy from the institution dur- 
ing the past six years. The summation 
of the changes and improvements may 
be tabulated as follows: 3 

In 1897, electricaj engineering depart- 
ment established; Knowles dormitory 
built. 

In 1898, establishment of the A. French 
textile school and the securing of dona- 
tions amounting to $40,000, to meet an 
additional donation of the state of $10,000. 

In 1898, establishment of a degree in 
textile engineering. ; 

In 1899, establishment of a degree in 
civil engineering. * 

In 1901, establishment of a degree in en- 
gineering chemistry. 

By interesting friends in the school and 
advocating a great work which is being 
done by its faculty President Hall. has 
succeedeq in securing in the past few 
years donations in cash amounting to 
nearly $100,000, and in machinery gifts 
which aggregate an equal sum. Such’‘a 
record doubtless appealed to the general 
education board, which has recently been 
the means of securing funds amounting 
to $20,000 for supplementing the equip- 
ment of the mechanical departments. 

Among others interested in the School 
of Technology may be mentioned the able 
and progressive editor of The Manufac- 
turers’ Record, . Richard H. Edmunds, 
whose speech on graduation day of last 
year has been commented upon by almost 
every journal in the country. His paper 
has advocated the establishment of a 
great central technical school for the 
south, to be located within easy access 
of all southern states, and to have with- 
in its scope instruction in all the indus- 
trial arts. Should such an institution be 
established today the most evident nu- 
cleus for such a work would be the Tech, 
and Atlanta would be the natural loca- 
tion for such an enterprise, located as it 
is in the center of the southern states 
and in the heart of the territory which 
is to become the leading industrial center 
of the world. 


TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, August 8.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow

Weather and hides are vary active, 
however. and skins of all kinds are taken as 
fast as received. Tanners are reported more 
active than for some time past, and higher 
prices for leather , roducts seem probable. 

The weight of imported iron is préssing on 
domestic sentiment. No perciptible effect 
is seen on prices for pig iron, which Is st:9 
in active request for next year's delivery. No. 
1 northern foundry is $| higher at Chicago 
for 1903 delivery. Coke is scarce—a cur fam- 
ine is feared at that point—and the sare 
complaint comes from Pittsburg. Steel rails, 
plates, Lars and sheets are active at the west, 
but the .edge of the demand for plates an‘ 
sheets appears to have been taken off at Pitte- 
burg. WestePr rail mills are all sold up for 
the first half of 1903. Structural] material is 
active at Chicago and at Pittsburg, where 
sales have been very large this we@k. Ship- 
building interests have taken 40,000 tons of 
plates at Pittsburg. Hardware, as predicteu, 
has had no dull season this year, and business 
is as active as ever. 

Business failures for the week endjng Au- 
gust 7 number 169, as against 168 last week, 
and 185 in this week !ast year. 

Wheat, including flour, exports for the week 
ending August 7 aggregate 4,244,363 bush- 
els, against 4,388:534 last week and &8,- 
831.199 in this week last year. Wheat ex- 
ports since July | aggregate 22,398,203 bush- 
els, against 35,032,237 last season. 

Corn exports aggregate 70,611 bushels, 
against 28.405 last week and 990,714 last 
year. For the fiscal year corn exports are 
558,42! bushels, against 8,718,361 last sea- 
son. .

Nev York, August 8.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will Say: 

Bright prospects in agricultural sections far. 
outweigh the adverse influence of labor dis- 
putes, which are still retarding trade and 
manufactures. Confidence in the future is un- 
shaken, dealers everywhere preparing for a 
heavy fall trade, while contracts for distant 
deliveries run further into next year than is 
weual at th‘s date. Railway earnings are 
fully sustained, the latest returns showing 
an average advance of 3.9 per cent over ti@m 
corresponding time last year and 21.8 per cen: 
over 1900. 

Aside from the fuel scarcity and some con- 
gestion of traffic, the iron and steel situation 
continues propitious.

Rumor Concerning Question of Elegi- 


UNTIL OCTOBER MUSTERED OUT 


New Fertilizer Law Will Not 
be Made of Force Until 
New Season. 


COMMISSIONER STEVENS 
DECIDES IMPORTANT POINT 


Affects Sixty Fertilizer Factories 
Which Do Business in Georgia. 
New Law Will Require the 
Standard To Be Raised 
Considerably. 


The new fertilizer law passed by the 
last general assembly just before ad- 
journment, which raises the standard of 
fertilizers which can be sold in Georgia, 
will not go into effect at present, as 
might be indicated from the act, but 
wil] begin to operate on and after Octo- 
ber 1, which is the beginning of the new 
fertilizer season. 

This point was decided by Commisston- 
er of Agriculture O. B. Stevens yester- 
day after careful consideration of the 
matter. The new law contained a pro- 
vision that it should go into effect after 
August 1, and also provided that in order 
to become effective certain rules and or- 
ders would have to be adopted and pro- 
mulgated by the commissioner of agri- 
culture. 

Commissioner Stevens decided yester- 
day that he would not take this action 
making the new law operative until the 
new fertilizer season begins. The fer- 
tilizer year with the department of agri- 
Culture ends with September 30 and the 
new year begins on October 1. For the 
convenience of the fertilizer trade, there- 
fore, the commissioner has decided to pr. 
off the matter of adopting rules and 
regulations under the new law until that 
time. 

This course will be of great advantage 
to the whole fertilizer trade. There are 
about sixty factories that do business 
in Georgia, and they will sell annually in 
the state somewhere in the neighborhood 
of 500,000 tons at an average price of 
$15 per ton ,or about $7;500,000. 

Effect of the New Law. 

The effect of the law will be to raise 
the standard of fertilizers permitted to be 
sold in’ Georgia. For instance, under the 
new law no fertilizer containing less than 
i2 per cent of plant food can be sold in 
the state, whereas now it can be sold 
with 1 to 2 per cent less. 

Under the old law “‘ammonia’’ can be 
branded on the bags, and the statement 
made as to. what the fertilizer contains. 
Under the new law no fertilizer can con- 
tain less than 1 per cent of ammonia, or 
its equivalent, and 2 per cent of nitrates. 
The word ammonia will not be branded 
on the bags under the new law, the word 
nitrate being used instead. 

As the result of these and other changes 
in the law all fertilizers which do not 
come up to the new standards after Oc- 
tober 1 will be condemned and cannot be 
sold at all in Georgia. All the old bags 
will be a loss, as they cannot be used. 

New tags will be sold on October 1, 
the old tags being worthless after that 
‘ime. The new tags will be provided for 
the. s¢tandards of fertilizers which are de- 
manded under the new law. 
Commissioner Stevens said yesterday he 
is receiving a large number of letters 
with reference to this new fertilizer .law, 
and for the information of all interested 
he desires [t to be clearly understood that 
it will not go into effect until October 
1. Before that time, however, he will 
have published the rules and regulations 
under which the new law will operate. 


MUST SERVE LIFE SENTENCE. 


Supreme Court Renders Decision 
Against Appeal of Mrs. 
Sarah Dixon. 

The supreme court yesterday handed 
down its decision affirming the finding 
of the lower court in the case of Mrs. 
Sarah Dixon, who was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for the murder of her hus- 
band. 

The murder was committed in Johnson 
‘ounty, Dixon being killed by Jere Wal- 
jen and Mrs. Dixon in order to get him 
out of the way. Walden was first tried, 
convicted and sentenced to life impris- 
onment in the penitentiary. The same 
fate was meted to Mrs. Dixon, but 
through her attorney, John R. Cooper. 
of Macon, she appealed for a new trial 
on, several grounds. 

The supreme court in the beginning 
says there is no merit in the motion 
for new trial, the verdict being fully 
justified by the evidence. The court 
then takes up each poini in the case and 
passes on it.

is a large criminal class among us. Ad- 
mitted that we have criminals, we are 
the legitimate offspring of Adam. Ad- 
mitted that we have crfminals, we are 
like other people, some bad, but not all. 

“Four propositions are laid down with 
reference to négro criminality. First, 
the negro element is the most crimina! 
of our population. What else can we 
expect? His training for 250 years had 
prepared him to be of all men vicious; 
with little or no regard for person and 
property of others. Set free open-handed, 
he has maintained his existence and yet 
there.are no orphan asylums, houses of 
refuge, Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion buildings. reformatories, none of 
the methods for the prevention of crime, 
save the public schools and institutions 
and churches established by  philan- 
thropy. 

“Third, it is claimed that th@ negro 
criminality Increased with fearful rapid- 
ity between 1880 and 189), but be it un- 
derstood that according to statistics of 
1890 the white race had increased in 
criminality considerably. ! 

‘Fourth, negroes are more criminal! in 
the north and northwest than in the 
south. To this let it be replied, first, 
that the large propyrtion of negroes who 
live in the north are between the ayjres 
of fifteen and forty-five. and the rate of 
criminality for these ages is s.eater 
than that of any other age. Second, as a 
rule the largest proportion of our people 
in the north live in the cities and the 
rate of criminality in the cities is higher 
than in the rural districts. 

‘‘Permit me here to say in al! candor 
that the white man is not capable of be- 
ing an impartial judge and juror in the 
majority of cases where the negro 
concerned.: In a certain county in Mis- 
sissippi twenty-one white men, on being 
examined for jurors in a case where a 
white man had killed a negro, admitted 
that they would not convict a white 
man for murder in the first degree for 
the killing of a negro under any cir- 
cumstances. 

“Second, lack of parental authority on 
the part of parents. Quite a large per 
cent of negro children are illegitimate 
and quite a number of these are father- 
ed by white men. who have no hand in 
the rearing of their offspring. In other 
instances, mother and father both’ go 
to their work and leave their young 
children at home not to be trained, bu

The 
population of Memphis, between 1890-1900 
has increased 74 per cent.

Fifth, one-room cabins are productive of 
great evil among our people. The home 
is a citadel of strength, the castle of 
virtue and patriofism. Without it both 
society and the state must inevitably 
crumble; with it the high ideals of life 
must thrive. While home must not. be 
measured by the height of the walls or 
the Eaceretiond thereof, still I am here 
to maintain that no family can be pre- 
pared for the battles of life with from 
Six to seven living in one room. There 
is aggressive work to be done along this 
line. More rooms; better homes. 

Rev. George Lee Talks. 

Rev. George W. Lee, of Washington, 
D. C., perhaps the largest delegate in the 
convention, was next introduced. 

He said that so far as he was concerned 
he was in America to stay, and for that 
matter all other negroes were. His speech 
made a good impression on the congress. 

Rev. H. T. Kealing was the next speak- 
er, taking as his subject ‘‘The Negro's 
Contribution to His°Own Development.” 

He showed that the negro, instead of 
dying out, like the Indian, was rapidly 
increasing, and attributed this fact to the 
difference in temperament, the Indian be- 
ing sulky and the negro’ always happy. 

“The Indian,” he said, ‘is like mud, the 
harder you hit him the flatter he gets. 
The negro, on the other hand, is like 
rubber, the harder you hit him the higher 
he bounces.’’ 

The other addresses of the morning 
were by Rev. N: C. Cleaves, D:. D., of 
Washington, D. C.; Rev. S. E. Griggs, D.

THE DAY IN WALL-STREBT. 
New . York. August 8.—Efferts were . made 
to shift speculative interest into new 
quarters of the market. The opening dealings 
showed that’ the glamor of the supposed plan 
for merger of southern ‘trunk Hne railroads 
had taken hold upon the tmagination of the 
specula%.ve world and most of the stocks 
which were violently affected yesterday started 
off on a fresh upward movement today. But 
it ale® became quickly evident that the move- 
ment was overrunning iteelf. «Either the. de- 
sire to take profits or the belief that prices 
had been lifted to above the intrinsic value 
of stocks led to ptompt reactions in Louisville 
and Nashville, Alinois Central and censpicu- 
ously in Hocking Valley. ‘The last named* 
stock not only lost its opening rise of the morn- 
ing, but all of yesterday’s sensational gain 
as well. The reaction was not so violent in 
other stocks, although Rock Island developed 
a heavy tone and.Colorado Fuel became weak 
with considerable sentimental effect upon the 
general list. It cannot be said that the re- 
action in the southern group materially altered 
the general conviction in the street that im- 
portant developments are impending regard- 
ing the group The difficulty encountered by 
“ Louisville in its advance above. 150 was at- 
tributed to the fact that that is the figure 
at which the option is supposed to be held 
by J. P. Morgan & Co. to buy the control of 
the road. Some of the largest sel!- 
ing of the southerh “trunk lines was by 
brokers usually employed by the speculative 
leader whose publicly proclaimed ‘‘bullishness’’ 
was a forerunner of yesterday's violent ad- 
vances. Probably some disappofntment was 
felt because the official announcement of the 
acquisition of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
by the St. Louis and San Francisco contained 
no reference to the further extensive projects 
which are supposed to lie back of that opera- 
tion. In fact, no official countenance could 
be secured from any source of yesterday's 
many rumors. The beltef was held that this 
and other important projects may have to await 
the return of J. P. Morgan, who is now on 
his way here from Europe. Amongst the new 
points or strength the most conspicuous and 
most influential was that in the Erie stocks. 
No reason was forthcoming for their advance 
beyond a revival of old rumors of large hold- 
ings in the property by J. J. Hill and plans for 
its improvement by that capitalist. The rise 
in Amalgamated Copper seemed to be purely 
speculative in its origin. Other points of 
strength were the Colorado and Southern 
stocks, Texas and Pacific, and a number. of 
min@r stocks. The banks have not gained 
enough from the intertor to offset the drain 
to the subtreasury, and a poor bank return 
is indicated.

When two parties have entered 
into a written contract for the purchase and 
sale of goods, neither a countermand of tne 
order for the shipment of the goods, nor a no- 
tice by the purchaser to the ‘seller that he 
would not accept and receive them, are effec- 
tual to cause a rescission of the contract: 
such a result cannot be accomplished with- 
out the assent of the seller.

Lumpkin, P. J.—1l. The verdict in this case 
having been fully warranted by the evidence, 
there is no merit in the general grounds of 
the motion for a new trial.

Rockefeller Joins Hands with Gould. 


Chicago, August’8.—The Daily News an- 
nounces today that. “by what is known 
as a traffic agreement, a close alliance 
tras been entered into between the Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
way and the Missouri Pacific system, one 
representing the Rockefeller interest and 
the other the Great Southwestern rali- 
way system of the Goulds. 

By the alliance the St. Paul will secure 
a direct line to Salt Lake City and the 
Missouri Pacific will gain a direct en- 
trance from the Kansas City gateway 
into Chicago. This will place the St. 
Paul system with a terminus mre than 
midway to the Pacific céast and give it 
entrance into ET Paso, Tex., over the 
Texas and Pacific tracks, which are own- 
ed by the Gould Interests, thus tapping 
the great southw®@st which is gridironed 
by the Gould lines. 

It means that the St. Paul will enter 
the field as a competitor for the traffic 
between ‘Chicago and Kansas City, some- 
thing it has not heretofore attempted 
Save on freight. This competition will 


“be madé possible by .the completion of 


cut-off lines, 

It is understood that the traffie agree- 
ment is entered into rather than a direct 
consolidation for fear of interruption sim- 
ilar to that experienced by the Northern 
Securities Company. It is said that the 
alliance has come. about.at the instance 
of the Rockefellers and is partly the 
result of the Gould-Rockefeller combina- 
tion at the time of the fight against the 
Pennsylvania. 

By the merger the two systems con- 
trol 12,163 miles. Many important hauls 
will be gained by both lines, among oth- 
ers that to New Orleans for the St. Paui 
with’ water connections.
